Montana's  annual  truck  weighing  study  was  conducted  from  July  31  to  September  1} 
1950  at  eleven  of  our  most  important  stations,  A  reduction  in  the  number  of  stations  from 
19  to  11  was  considered  necessary  due  to  the  adoption  of  an  expanded  weighing  schedule  of 
from  16  to  2I4  hours  per  station  as  requested  by  Mr,  Fairbank's  memorandum  of  May  25,  1950, 
Ten  of  the  old  stations  were  selected  on  the  basis  of  importance  and  one  new  station  was 
added  near  Kalispell  in  order  to  obtain  a  more  comnlete  geographical  coverage. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  tables  W-l  -  W-6  Montana  has  added  a  summary  table 
this  year  showing  the  percentage  of  over  loaded  vehicles  by  types.  This,  we  believe, 
will  be  quite  valuable  information  to  both  the  State  and  Bureau  of  Public  Roads, 

The  listing  of  total  weights  in  relation  to  model  number  and  manufacturer's 
rated  capacity  on  all  vehicles  larger  than  light  pickuos  and  panels  has  been  completed 
and  was  submitted  previously  to  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  This  table  covers  the  weighing 
activities  at  only  one  station  (No,  l)  on  US  10  and  91  near  Butte, 

We  propose  to  weigh  two  additional  cycles  at  eleven  stations  durinp  November  and 
April-.  Traffic  will  be  counted  and  classified  at  each  station  during  February,
